On Saturday, July 7, 2012, at approximately 2238 hours members of the Metropolitan Police Departments Third District 
responded to the front of 1 730 7th St., NW, to investigate the report of a shooting. Upon arrival, the officers observed the 
decedent lying in an unconscious and unresponsive state in front of 1730 7th St, NW. The decedent was suffering from at least 
one apparent gunshot wound. A second gunshot victim was also located near 7th St. and Rhode Island Ave., NW. 

DCFEMS responded to the scene and determined the decedent had no signs of life. His remains were left on the scene and 
subsequently transported to the Office of the Chief Medical Examiner pending pronouncement of death and autopsy. The 
second victim was transported to an area hospital where he was treated and released. 

On Sunday July 8th 2012, the decedent was pronounced dead at 0859 hours by Doctor Prashar of the District of Columbia's 
Office of the Chief Medical Examiner. An Autopsy was also conducted on the remains of the decedent, Michael Edward Jones, 
by Doctor Prashar. The cause of death was ruled to be a gunshot wound to the back of the head and the manner was ruled a 
homicide.
